Remarks 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicants Amendment filed on 17 November 2003. 

By this amendment, Applicants have canceled claims 2, 4, 7, 8, 12-14, 26-28, and 33-39, 
and have newly added claims 40-45. 

Accordingly, claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 9-11, 15-25, 29-32, 40-45 currently are pending in the 
instant application. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to Applicants, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephonic interview with 
Applicants' attorney, Samuel Miller (Reg. No. 27,360). 

1. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 29, line 1, delete "a" between "with" and "coating" and insert -at least one- 
therefor. 

In claim 41, line 1, delete "wherein the coating" and insert -having a mirror coating 
which — therefor; in line 6, delete "a mirror coating" and insert -wherein the mirror coating is — 
therefor; and also in line 6, delete "exhibiting" and insert -and exhibits — therefor.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 9-11, 15-25, 29-32, and 40-45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach, with regard to claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 10, 11, 16-25, and 42, an optical lens with a 
coating varying substantially in thickness from its center to a radius proximate its edge but 
having substantially uniform color from its center to the radius proximate its edge and 
comprising, inter alia, an antireflection coating on the curved surface of said lens element 
exhibiting a reflected color difference (AE) from the center to the radius proximate the edge of 
the lens element of less than 1 1 CMC color difference units; with regard to claims 29-32 and 
43, a multi-coated optical lens having at least one coating varying substantially in thickness 
from center to edge but having a substantially uniform color from center to edge and including, 
inter alia, wherein said first and second coatings in combination exhibiting a reflected color 
difference (AE) from the center to the radius proximate the edge of the lens element of less than 
1 1 CMC color difference units; with regard to claims 40, 9, and 44, an optical lens with a 
coating varying substantially in thickness from center to edge and having, inter alia, an 
antireflection coating on the curved surface of the lens element exhibiting a reflected color 
difference (AE) from the center to the radius proximate its edge from approximately 11 to 20 
CMC color difference units; and finally with regard to claims 41, 15, and 45, a mirror-coated 
optical lens having, inter alia, a mirror coating on the curved surface of the lens element that 
exhibits a reflected color difference (AE) from its center to the radius proximate its edge of less 
than 1 1 CMC color difference units, as set forth in the claimed combination.
